People Are Rescued. 
- Adolph Johnson, 70 years old, carried from

Chicago Avenue Police Station. Johnson is : 
blind anda cripple, and had been overcome 


by smoke when found. 
John Johnson, owner of the cooper shop, 


and family oved to the street from the 
second floor of 250 Carpenter street by police 
officers.

Flames Sweep Wide Area. 

The early evening fire was one of the most 
extensive and disastrous fires in the history 
of the Northwest Side of the city. The flames 
burned over a triangular area covering the 
frontage space of more than three blocks, 
destroyed the homes of twenty-five families, 


and menaced residences and property of 
many more. 


The fire destroyed more than $100,000 worth 
of property, burning two business buildings 


and razing seven dwellings. Adjacent build- 
ings were vacated speedily and the contents. 


were water-soaked and partly destroyed by 
fire, leaving the tenants temporarily home- 


less.

ing session of the trial of Constabie Thomas 
_B. “Courtney, Attorney Philip Bulfer, and 
"Henry Allen, alias “ Captain " Winn. 

The defendants are accused of extorting 
money by repeated arrests on false charges, 
and are said by the complaining witness to 
have made their threats more effective by 
the declaration that a justice of the peace 
was on their pay-roll and would decide the 
case as they might dictate. So far as the 
Scott eoem the charge was borne out by 


Fourteen Months on “ Salary.’’ 

For fourteen months, says Scott, he waived 
fees in cases taken to his suburban court by 
Bulfer. The agreement was entered into in 
February, 1900, and was broken off in April 
of this year, when the srand jury took up 
Bulfer’s case and indicted him. 

According to Scott, he made concessions to 
Bulfer in order to secure his ‘' business.” 
Instead of fees he accepted a lump sum each 


‘week. This sum, he avers, was only $2.50 a 


week, an amount that the prosecution is in- 
clined to. look upon as exceedingly moderate 
in the light of the privileges which Scott ad- 
mits were accorded to Bulfer’s agente. 
Scott, in pursuing his testimony, declared 
that Bulfer’s representatives were-allowed 


‘to manipulate warrants for arrest almost as 
they pleased. It was through such alleged: 


manipulation that the present case against 

pi men came to the attention of the grand 

ury. 1 
Compiatnant Tells Story. 

To this court, whére the only collectible 


fees to be had by the justice were those as- | 


sessed against the person opposed by Bul- 
fer, the lawyer is alleged to have threatened 
to fake Sue Waynik, complainant in the case 


‘now on trial. 


Miss Waynik, who is a teacher in a West 
Side Hebrew school, asserts that she was ar- 
rested by Courtney on a faise charge and 
taken to Bulfer’s office, 122 La Salle street, 
where she was required to give bond to se- 
cure her liberty. A suburban court was held 
up to her by Courtney as a place where pun- 
ishment would be meted out on false charges. 

“I paid Bulfer $25 to get me a piano,” said 
Miss Waynik, when she told her story in de- 
tail. “All the other payments had been 
made. I did not get the instrument, and he 
refused to give me back my money. I-sued 
him then on the charge of embezzling my 
money, and he had the case erageent a haift 
dozen times. 

The case had not Con- 
‘stable Courtney came to my schoolroom one 


‘afternoon and showed me what he claimed. 
| were two warrants for my arrest on charges 


of naving embezzled and tried to extort 
money. The complaints were signed by 
‘Henry Aiien,’- and on them the warrants 
were issued. I had never heard that name 
before. 

* Courtney said that Bulfer had ordered 
him to take me out’to Justice Scott’s court 


in Harvey. He said that Bulfer paid Scott 


a regular salary, and that the judgment 
would be against me, and that I would Rave 
no chance to give bail. He said that he had 
been ordered to take me to jail and to let me 
see no one on the way.” —

At a preliminary hearing before Judge Gib- 
bons sevéral months ago Justice Scott re- 
pudiated this signature and another, pur- 
ported to be his, which appeared on the war- 
rants. Yesterday the justice admitted that 
when Alien, whom he also knéw as “ Captain 
Winn,’ signed the complaint against Miss 
Waynik, he did not question the man about 
the charge, and accepted the statements of 
Bulfer in the case. He told the jury that 


once he asked ho@# Winn came to sign the 


name of Allen. Bulfer, he said, answered: 
“ The Captain will swear that his name is 


Henry Allen.”

Homer C. Hagaman, with a Revolver in 
Each Hand, Threatens to Kill Any 
“Who Approach—Drives His Room-

Clifford Hagaman, an apparently demented 
student of the medical college of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, started a reign of terror 
yesterday in the flats at 5734 Jackson avenue. 
‘Quiet was-restored only after three police- 
men from thé Hyde Park Station, headed 
by a few students, crept into Hagaman's 
room while hé lay in a stupor and disarmed 
him. He will be removed by the medical 
college ‘authorities ‘to Geneva, Illh, today 
and placed ih a sanitarium. oan 

Trouble first started late on Tuesday night, 
when Hagaman, who is a resident of Vien- 
na, Ala., became violent and drove his room- 
mate, Guy M. Kendall, away from the flat. 
The landlady, Mises Nellie Robinson, at- 
tempted to pacify the excited student, but 
he grew more and more violent until the 
police were called about 8 o’clock yesterday 


morning. 

_ Surprised and Disarmed. 
Policemen Hays, Carmody, ahd Gleason 
sent some of the young man’s friends up- 
stairs ahead of them that Hagamen need 
not be unduly excited at an intrusion. He 
was found asleep, with two revolvers and 
an army saber close by. The weapons were 
seized and Hagamen was awakened. As he 
caught sight of the policemen he sprang up 
and began fumbling at his empty pistol 
holster. 

“Get out of here!” he shouted, wildly. 
can’t treat me this way.” 

Hagaman was easily overpowered, and 
after awhile became more rational. Dean 
Dodson of the medical college was sent for 
and he protested against the immediate re- 
moval of the young man. Authorities at 
the medical school say Hagaman probably 
was demented fora time. He is said to have 
been taking a great deal of drugs. His re- 
covery is expected. ee 


Contracted Fever in Cuba. 

The young man attended Rush Medical 
College last year, and came to the University 
of Chicago to take his second yeay’s work at 
the beginning of the fall quarter, He con- 
tracted Cuban fever while he was a First 
Lieutenant with the Second Alabama Volun- 
teers in that island. During the last year he 
has been considerably afflicted with illness, 
and insomnia and worry are supposed to have 
brought a great nervous strain. : 

‘‘ For four nights Hagaman has been going 
without sleep,” said Miss Robinson. “‘ Every 
day his condition has been worse, but he did 
not get violent until Tuesday night. Then 
his roommate left. My mother, who is 70 
years old, and I were alone in the flat with 
a raving man. He never had been so violent 
before, and when I chanced to meet him in 
the hallway early in the morning and he 
brandished his revolvers, I was greatly 
frightened. We have done all we can for 
him, but we cannot,quiet him. If he is to be 
removed before he does any one any harm 
it ought to be soon.” _ )

NAVIGATION BY NIGHT SOLVED. 


Canadian Inventor Suggests Lines «f 
Colored Electric Lights to Show 
Channel to Ships. 


Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 30.—[{Special.}—An 
portant patent connected with the 8t. Law- 
rence navigation has been railroaded through 
the patent branch, application being made 
at noon yesterday, and the patent jssued to- 
day and submitted to Minister of Public 
Works Tarte, by whom it will be laid before 
the Cabinet. . ‘ 
The patent is designed specially to do away 
with the lighthouses, buoys, and the entire 
paraphernalia for night navigation hetween 
Montreal and Quebec, and substitute a suh- 
merged electric system which, however, will 
apply to all inland navigable waters. 

The main idea is to sink an electric cable 
in the center of the navigable channels, 
with power transmitted from a power-house 
at Montreal, and lines of colored lights at 
cr above the water level, each side Of the 
channel, the lights on one side being of a 
aifferent color from those en the other side, 
and supported by cork floats. The patentee

‘Peter Nissen, who shot Niagara rapids in 
his boat, the Foo!

Nissen was employed as a book- 
keeper by Jessen & Rosberg, and was on the 
third floor of the Union street building when 
he heard a’cry of fire from the street. Nissen 
rushed for the books of the firm and placed 
them in the vaults.

There were deeds of heroism throughout 
the district..

WELL KNOWN METHODIST DEAD. 


Dr. J. W. Richards, Six Years Secretary 
 @f Rock River Conference, Ex- 
pires at Berwyn. 


The Rev. Dr. J. W. Richards, for the last 
two years pastor of the First Methodist 
Church of Berwyn, died last evening, after 
a lingering illness, at his residence in that 
suburb.

The record for Chicago so far this year 
indicates a loss ratio of at least 70 per cent, 
which will mean a loss to the companies on 
their Chicago business of $750,000.

TO CHARGE BY DAY FOR CARS. 


Eastern Railroads Decide to Abolish 


Mileage System for Rolling Stock 
Used by Others. 


New York, Oct. 30.—[{Special.}]—Presidents 
of Eastern railroads have practically ar- 
ranged to put into praetice the per diem 
system of charging for the use of cars in 
service on roads other than those owning the 
equipment. This is a railway reform of far- 
reaching consequences and has been agi- 
tated for many years. 

For ten years sporadic attempts have 
been made to secure the general assent to 
the plan by the railroads of the country 
necessary to secure the success of the sys- 
tem, but without results. Some months ago 
a number of influential railway officers took 
up the question, and they have now secured 


the assent of so many important lines, both | 


in the East and the West, to the adoption of 
the per diem plan, that announcement short- 
ly will be made by a long list of companies 
of the abandonment of the old system of 
mileage payments for the use of cars and the 
substitution in its place of the per diem plan. 

That is, instead of a company whose cars 
are held on another railroad and used in the 
company’s service, being paid according to 
the mileage reported to it as having been 
made by the cars in revenue service on for- 
eign lines, the basis of payment will be a 
fixed rate per day, per car, for each day the 
car is on a foreign line.

These 
long-horned securities, ruminating upon their 
prominence as bank assets, would hardly be con- 
sidered as good as a government bond safely locked 
up in the Treasury vaults at W 

“The individual who makes @mmercial 
paper,” says Mr. Harrington, “ may die, his 
estate become insolvent, and his backing of 
asset currency worthless, but the govern- 
ment never dies, nor assigns, nor pleads ex- 
emption.” Its notes are safe so long as the 
nation lives. It is true, as —

compare with past great panics than @ terrible 
cyclone compares with a summer breeze.

SUPERSTITIONS ABOUT AMERICA. 


“Superstitions die hard, especially if they 
| are English, for what the Englishman ac- | 


quires he tries to keep, whether it be islands 
or prejudices, This inflexibility js, of 
course, in many ways admirable. It made 
the Roman master of a large part of the 
world, and it has performed the same serv- 
ice for the Briton. But there are certain 
superstitions or prejudices which are in no 
way. essential to the integrity of the British 
Empire and which could be with profit cut 
out of the list. Among these is the feeling 
shown the other day by the correspondent of 
the London Morning Post when he said ina 
letter to his paper that as he passed over 
from Canada to the United States he “ sud- 
denly got out of a region of wholesome, 
fresh-complexioned people into a land of a 
meager, pallid race.” Together with this 


there was an underlying conclusion that a 
people with such characteristics must natur- 
ally be physically unsound. 

Now this conclusion, as has been pointed 
out many times before, is not in agreement 
It is natural that an Eng- 
lishman should think that unless a person 
is ruddy he is not in good condition. But 
in this country he will find that a person may 
be meager and pallid and yet exceedingly 
healthy and robust. He might try his ideas 
at some good athletic club. Men in training 
are neither plump nor ruddy. A meager and 
pallid gentleman from Kansas or Texas will 
march all day with any soldier in the world 
and will put a bullet neatly into an enemy 
at any reasonable distance. His want of 
color is no indication of feebleness. Neither 
is his want of plumpness. The climate 
makes him lean and pale; at least, what an 
Englishman calls lean and pale, but we do 
not call sunburn pallor. The round, rubi- 
eund face is not found often on our Western 
plains. But its absence is no proof of phys- 
ical degeneracy. A clay-colored Nebraskan 

as hearty as a pink and white York- 
shireman. is is a fact about our climate 
that an Englishman ought to know when he 
is writing home to his papers. The Ameri- 
can has difficulties enough without being 
saddied with one that really does not exist. 
Whatever his complexion may be, he is just 
at present feeling quite well.
